[u. s.| THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Henniker in the County 
of Merrimack i said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting House 
in said Henniker on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
‘at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers. 

2. ‘To receive and act upon the report of the water supply 
committee. 

3. To see if the town will place the completion, manage- 
ment, control, and direction of its water works in a board 
of three or more water commissioners, and choose such water 
commisioners, designate their term of service, prescribe their 
powers and duties and fix their compensation. 

4. ‘To see if the town will authorize the water commis- 
sioners to borrow not exceeding one thousand dollars for the 
purpose of extending, improving and completing the water 
system. 

5. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, including electric 
lights, and make ‘appropriation of the same. 

6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to repair highways and bridges. 

%. To see how much money the town will vote to raise in 
addition to that Se a by law for the support of Tucker 
Free Library. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the expense of observing Memorial 
Day. 

nf To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the maintenance of the fire department. 

10. To see if the town will vote to rescind the vote taken 
at the annual meeting of 1911, to raise $150 for a reservoir 
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on the south side of the river and appropriate the same for 
the purchase of new fire apparatus. 

11. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 
library trustees and committees. 

12. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the permanent improvement of high- 
ways, under the law passed at the January session, 1905. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expense of observing 
Old Home Week. 

14. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for building and repairing sidewalks. 

15. To see if the town will vote to build a new bridge at 
West Henniker, raise money for same or pass any vote relative 
thereto. 

16. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard to 
complying with a request contained in a codicil of the will 
of the late Harriet E. Wood.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The general health of the town the past year has been 
very good and we have been unusually free from epidemic 
and contagious diseases. 

A quite extensive epidemic of mumps the present win- 
ter, which has kept many children from school for a time 
and has been quite serious with some of the older patients, 
suggests to this board the query whether this disease ought 
not to be classed with other contagious diseases and quar- 
antine established against it. 

One case of scarlet fever has appeared, from an un- 
known source, which has involved the usual restrictive 
measures required by law. 

Unless all the people soon learn that the quarantine law 
demands the respect due to its importance, some will have 
to be taught that its violation involves severe penalties.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


Your fire department has answered to five bell alarms 
during the past year and to a lesser number of still alarms 
for chimney fires, ete., than usual. The total fire loss for 
the year was $6,025 against $2,750 in the year ending 
February 15,1914. Only one total loss was recorded and 
that for farm buildings at a distance from the village. 

The introduction of a hydrant system this past year 
should tend to reduce losses in the area protected to a 
minimum figure. However, to obtain the best results and 
reduce the present fire hazard, it will be necessary to put 
in service some new apparatus. 

Your board would make the following recommendations 
with that end in view: 

First, to rescind the vote taken at the annual meeting 
in 1910 to raise $150 for a reservoir on the south side of 
the river and appropriate the same for the purchase of new 
apparatus. This entails no additional hardship on the 
taxpayer, as it has been raised and is now in the town 
treasury. 

Second, the establishment of at least a hose reel at the 
following points: At West Henniker, Wilkins Mill and 
on the south side of the river in a suitable location, in ad- 
dition to the present apparatus at the engine house. 

Third, the early establishment of a fire alarm system, 
the present ringing of bells and blowing of whistles being 
confusing and at times not easily heard in different sections 
of the village. 

Tt will be conceded that the moments saved after the 
discovery of a fire are the most valuable ones. Owing to 
the extensive telephone system in town, which may be used, 
the fire alarm system need not be an expensive one. It 
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should include, however, a whistle or bell that may be 


heard at a Histanee ee be in tone unmistakable.

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VOTES PASSED AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEET- 
ING HELD JUNE 27, 1914, AUTHORIZING 
THE TOWN .OF HENNIKER TO ES- 
TABLISH A SYSTEM OF PUBLIC 
WATER WORKS. 


Report of Water Supply Committee was made by E. N. 
Cogswell as printed, and letters from Irving A. Watson, 
Chairman State Board of Health, and Charles D. Howard, 
State Chemist, approving the proposed water .system as 
submitted by William S. Johnson, engineer, were presented. 

Votep, That the reports of the committee as printed be 
accepted. 

On motion of A* G. Preston it was Vorsp, That the 
town of Henniker, in pursuance of thé provisions of chap- 
ter 126 of New Hampshire Laws of 1907, proceed to con- 
struct, manage, maintain and own suitable water works for 
the purpose of introducing into and distributing through 
said town, as far as practicable, an adequate supply of water 
for extinguishing fires and for the use of its citizens and 
others, and for such other public, private and mechanical 
purposes as the town may from time to time authorize and 
direct; and that the provisions of said chapter 126 of the 
Laws of 1907 be adopted by the town so far as may be neces- 
sary or convenient in order to carry into effect the purposes 
of this vote or any other vote which may be passed at this or 
any subsequent meeting of the town in relation to said sub- 
ject. 

On motion of George H. Sanborn it was Vorep, That 
the recommendations in the report of the Water Supply 
Committee as submitted to the town be approved and. that 
in pursuance thereof said committee be continued in office 
and authorized and directed to proceed to acquire property 
and rights needed for constructing and establishing a system 
of water works substantially on the lines recommended in 
said report at an aggregate cost of not exceeding $50,000, 
giving said committee discretion to make such modifica- 
tions in said plans as they may deem proper, and to receive 
bids, make contracts, purchase machinery and materials and 
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do all other things necessary or convenient in the acquisi- 
tion, construction and establishing of such system of water 
works, giving to said committee full authority on behalf 
of the town to construct said) system of water works, and 
when completed to establish rules and regulations for the 
use of water and to establish rates therefor. as they may 
deem advisable, and to employ such agents and assistance as 
they may deem requisite therefor. Said committee to file their 
report at the next annual town meeting, giving full details 
of their doings in said matter. 

On motion of George A. Woods it was Votep, That the 
town accept the terms of the agreement of the stockholders 
of the Henniker Spring Water Co., dated April 29, 1914, 
a copy of ‘which is attached to the report of the Water 
Supply Committee, and authorize KE. N. Cogswell, Chairman 
of said Water Supply Committee, and in his absence any 
other member of said committee, to notify the president or 
treasurer of said Henniker Spring Water Company in writing 
delivered to him in hand or mailed to him postpaid on or 
before September 1, 1914, of its acceptance of said terms; 
and said committee is hereby expressly authorized to purchase 
the stock of said Henniker Spring Water Co. in accordance 
with the terms of said agreement, and also to purchase the 
stock of any other stockholder who has not become a party 
to said agreement upon the same terms as therein expressed, 
and pay for said stock out of the proceeds of the bonds to be 
authorized at this meeting; and said committee is authorized 
to receive transfer of said stock and thereafter on behalf of 
the town to hold said stock and to exercise on its behalf all 
the rights of stockholders in said company. 

On motion of Fred T. Connor it was VotrEp, That the 
town borrow and hire on credit of the town such sums 
as may be necessary, not exceeding however the aggregate 
amount of $50,000, not including premiums which may 
be received on bonds, for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses of purchasing real estate, rights in real estate, water 
rights, springs and other rights and property required for or 
in connection with said water works and for constructing 
said water works and putting the same into operation; and 
that the town issue its bonds, to be known as water bonds, 
for the amount of money so borrowed, not exceeding the limit 
aforesaid, payable $5,000 in ten years, $10,000 in fifteen years, 
$10,000 in twenty years, $10,000 in twenty-five years, and 
the remainder not exceeding $15,000 in thirty years, from 
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dates, with interest thereon at the rate of four per cent, pay- 
able annually or semi-annually as may be determined by the 
Selectmen,—the bonds to be of such denomination as they 
may think proper; that all said bonds be exempted from 
taxation when held by inhabitants of said town; that said 
bonds be signed on behalf of the town by the Selectmen and 
countersigned by the Treasurer; that the Water Supply Com- 
mittee be authorized to sell said bonds at such price, not less 
than par, as they shall deem proper; and that said committee 
be further authorized to determine any other provisions of 
said bonds not inconsistent with the terms of this vote. 


On motion of George H. Dodge it was Vorrp, That the 
Town Treasurer be authorized to receive the funds derived 
from the sale of bonds voted at this meeting, and to pay 
from the same all bills and vouchers approved by the Water 
Supply Committee or a majority thereof. 


WATER SUPPLY COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Henmker: 

The Water Supply Committee herein present their first 
annual report showing the expenditures of money under the 
vote of the town to construct a system of public water works. 

At a meeting of the Water Supply Committee held Satur- 
day evening, June 27, 1914, it was voted to employ Wiliam 
S. Johnson as engineer to supervise the installation and con- 
struction of the water works upon plans for which he had 
already prepared. 

Believing it to be the wish of every citizen of the town that 
an efficient and durable water system be constructed, it has 
been our study that the construction when completed would 
be equal if not better than any plant in the state. Careful 
investigation and consideration upon all. matters pertaining 
to the construction has been our aim, and at all times to 
faithfully discharge the duties connected with the office. 
Accordingly, all materials, machinery and construction of 
- every detail are of the best quality, pipe being purchased at 
a very low price. 

The construction is substantially completed. The future 
work necessary for final completion is contained in the report 
of Mr. Johnson. The committee unanimously endorse what 
he recommends as being necessary to finally complete the 
system. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


Specifications with instructions to submit bids were sent 
out in July to the principal contractors for supplying cast- 
iron pipe and laying the same, for building a pumping sta- 
tion, reservoir and well, and for furnishing and installing 
pumping machinery. 

Bids for furnishing cast-iron pipes and special castings 
were received and opened Saturday, July 3, 1914, at the 
Selectmen’s office.

On August 6 bids were opened by the committee for con- 
struction of Water Works System, which included laying 
pipe, rock excavation, constructing well, constructing reser- 
voir and constructing pumping station, and furnishing pump- 


ing station machinery. 


The canvass of bids received is as follows: 
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After a very careful and thorough investigation of the 
several bids, it was decided to award contracts to the follow- 
ing firms, they being the lowest bidders:

For laying pipe, rock excavation, constructing 

reservoir, well and pumping station: 
Susi & Williams, Boston, Massachusetts..... 17,008.50 


The contracts and specifications for furnishing and laying 
the pipe, installing the pumping machinery, and constructing 
the well and reservoir, were very carefully drawn, and the 
interests of the town have been protected in each and every 
case by bonds of reliable security companies. 

On July 6, 1914, the issue of $50,000 Town of Henniker 
4% water works bonds was sold to N. W. Harris & Com- 
pany, Boston, at $100.625, which yielded the town a small 
premium. The legality of the bond issue was approved 
August 17, 1914, by Ropes-Gray, Boyden & Perkins, Boston. 

The bonds are dated August 1, 1914, and are written for’ 
$1,000 each, payable as follows: $5,000 in ten years, $10,000 
in fifteen years, $10,000 in twenty years, $10,000 in twenty- 
five years, and the remainder, not exceeding $15,000, in 
thirty years from date, with interest payable semi-annually. 
The amount received from N. W. Harris & Company was 
deposited by the town treasurer in the Hillsborough National 
Bank and yielded the town interest at the rate of 4%. 

The bonds were sold only a few days previous to the 
declaration of war in Europe. After war had been declared 
the financial condition of the entire country was gravely 
depressed. Stock exchanges were closed. The market for 
municipal bonds was practically destroyed, and had your 
committee not been successful in disposing of the bonds 
previous to this financial depression the construction of the 
Water Works would necessarily have been greatly delayed. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping station, which is located at the well, built 
upon land purchased of J. Fred Garland, consists of a very 
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attractive well-built, single-story, red brick building, 16x18 
feet, with cast stone and granite trimmings, hip roof covered 
with slate shingles. The machinery consists of one 18 horse- 
power oil engine, which was built by the Mietz & Weiss 
Manufacturing Company of New York City. The engine is 
connected by gearing with a 6x8 vertical triplex pump, manu- 
factured by the Rumsey Company of Seneca Falls, N. Y. 

The fuel consumption of the engine when pumping at the 
normal pressure of the system, which is 105 pounds per 
square inch at the pumping station, is one gallon of kerosene 
or fuel oil for each 6,500 gallons of water pumped. Water 
flows from the pumping station into the street mains through 
six and eight-inch cast-iron pipe into the 300,000 gallon 
reservoir located on Proctor Hill at an elevation of 227 feet 
above the floor of the pumping station, and 198 feet above 
Proctor Square in front of Hotel Henniker. There is, there- 
fore, a pressure at Proctor Square of 82 pounds per square 
inch and an effective fire pressure at all points covered by 
the system. 

A test of twenty hydrants at different points about town 
shows an average pressure of 78.6 pounds. 

The engine that was. first installed gave some trouble, and 
after several unsuccessful attempts to remedy the defect the 
manufacturers of the engine agreed to replace it with a per- 
fect machine, which has been done to our entire satisfaction. 
We wish to express our appreciation of the spirit shown by 
the Mietz & Weiss Company, and their evident desire to give 
us a thoroughly satisfactory engine without regard to expense. 


WELL. 


On the Garland land a well 25.15/100 feet deep and 
20 feet in diameter was constructed of stone. The bottom 
course was laid loose, and the upper course made water tight 
by laying in cement mortar. The top is covered with a con- 
crete slab to keep out the surface water. The yield of water 
from this well is estimated to be from 150,000 to 200,000 gal- 
lons per day, and has a capacity of holding 57,000 gallons 
with an average daily flow of 150,000 to 200,000 gallons. 


RESERVOIR. 


A covered masonry reservoir having a capacity of 300,000 
gallons has been constructed on Proctor Hill upon land pur- 
chased of George A. Newton. It is a concrete structure, 
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covered with a concrete roof and the roof covered with two 
feet of earth for the purpose of keeping the water fresh and 


cool. 
SPRINGS. 


Additional water has been obtained from newly developed 
springs upon land purchased of Adelaid Brown. ‘Two addi- 
tional collecting basins have been built, which yield a sub- 
stantial increase. A four-inch pipe has been laid for carrying 
the water from the springs to the main pipe line at West 
Henniker. The work necessary to secure all the available 
water at these springs was not done last fall. Winter came 
on and further work had to be suspended. It is the opinion 
of Mr. Johnson, and also of the committee, that a further 
additional supply can be obtained. When this is done it is 
fair to presume that these springs will yield at least 25 or 
30 thousand gallons of water daily. The water from these 
springs is excellent in quality, and every drop possible ought 
to be secured, which can be done ata small additional . 
expense. During the winter some discoloration has been 
noticeable in the water coming from these springs, which is 
due to the unfinished condition of the work. This difficulty 
can easily be overcome as soon as frost disappears. 


EXTRA WORK. 


From the financial statement which appears in this report 
you will see much more work done than was anticipated in 
the original estimates. As is usually the case in large con- 
tracts a certain additional amount of expense has to be met 
which is not provided for in the original schedule. As the 
construction of the works progressed these same additions 
had to be met by the Water Committee. An extra depth of 
the well at the pumping station was recommended by the 
engineer. It was plainly seen that every additional foot dug 
showed a very substantial flow to the water coming into the 
well. When a depth of 25.15/100 feet had been reached 
Mr. Johnson was of the opinion that a sufficient amount of 
water was then available to meet our requirements. To com- 
ply with the requirements of the New Hampshire Board of 
Fire Underwriters in order to secure better rates on fire in- 
surance, it was necessary to enlarge the size of our storage 
reservoir, which was done at quite an additional expense. By 
extending the pipe lines from West Henniker to the springs 
necessitated crossing Emerson canal and the Contoocook 
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River. This was done to get a direct flow from the springs 
to the street mains. The committee felt justified in approv- 
ing of the outlay. The contract provided for 47 hydrants. 
Six additional hydrants have been installed in different lo- 
ealities. Street extensions have also been made, but in no 
ease has the committee recommended expenditures where it 
did not appear to them that the income derived from rents 
would not fully warrant the cost. 

The water rates, rules and regulations for the use of water 
were compiled with great care ‘and deliberation. The rates 
established are substantially the same as those adopted by 
the Henniker Spring Water Company. Your committee were 
of the opinion that these rates are rather low in comparison 
to prices charged in other small towns, but did not deem it 
wise or advisable at this time to make any material advance. 
After the plant has been in operation one or two years a 
better knowledge can be obtained as to the annual income 
derived from water rents from new takers; also the probable 
yearly expense of maitenance. If the income from rents 
proves insufficient to pay the interest on the bonds and cost 
of maintenance, and provide a fund to meet payments on 
bonds as they mature, your commissioners would then be 
in a better position to know what to do; that is, whether it 
would be advisable to further advance the rates of the water 
takers or recommend a yearly hydrant rental change to be 
paid by the town. If all families on the several pipe lines 
avail themselves of the advantages derived from using the 
water and connect with the system in the spring this will 
show a very substantial increase to our present income. It 
must be clear to our inhabitants that the construction of our 
water system is very advantageous in helping the towns 
grow—such as bringing into the market more real estate for 
building purposes. Renewed interest in the town’s growth 
and development has already begun. Activity along these 
lines can be seen in our village today. A further advantage 
is the matter of insurance. This benefit is already being felt. 
We are informed by Mr. Clinton Lovell, superintendent of 
the K. & ©. Manufacturing Company, one of our largest 
manufacturing industries, that he is having his insurance 
policies renewed at a yearly rate of 1%, for “which, previous 
to the installation of the water works, he was obliged to pay 
1WY4%. 

The committee feel that they were exceedingly fortunate 
in securing the services of Mr. Johnson as engineer to make 
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our preliminary survey and superintend the construction of 
the plant. His knowledge and skill as an expert on water 
supply ranks with the best in the fraternity of Hydraulic 
Engineers of New England. 

To his able assistant, Mr. Leslie P. Reed, we wish to 
make special mention. Our associations with him have been 
pleasant, and we deeply appreciate the many favors he has 
shown the committee. 

The necessary work for final completion under the con- 
tract of Susi & Williams will be made as, soon as possible in 
the spring. There is some work yet to be done at the well 
and reservoir. According to the specifications the work is to 
be kept in repair for the term of nine months after the date 
that the water is let into the pipes. They shall correct and 
repair all leaks and failures of whatever description during 
this time. The committee have retained out of the money 
payable to said contractors the sum of $500, to be expended 
in the manner as provided for in making such repairs as the 
engineer may deem necessary. 

The material furnished and work done by Messrs. Susi & 
Willams have been very satisfactory to the committee. At 
all times during the process of construction they were con- 
stantly on the job superintending the work. The conduct 
of the men in their employ has caused the people of Hen- 
niker no trouble whatever. The many acquaintances and 
friends that Messrs. Susi & Williams made during their stay 
in Henniker wish them prosperity and success. 

The plant has so far been constructed within the appro- 
priation. What remains necessary for absolute completion 
is contained in the report of Mr. Johnson, which will be 
found on a separate page in this report. 

December 1, 1914, your committee was in receipt of a 
magnificent gift from our esteemed and honored townsman, 
Hon. Henry A. Emerson. His personal check for $500 was 
given to the committee, the proceeds of which to be applied 
to the construction of our public water works. The public 
spirit shown in contributing this exceedingly liberal dona- 
tion was a source of great pleasure and satisfaction to your 
committee, and certainly will be greatly appreciated by every 
citizen in town. In years past Mr. Emerson has contributed 
to many public improvements. The last donation only fur- 
ther illustrates his public generosity. 

The committee have devoted a great amount of time and 
study to this public enterprise—no doubt much more time 
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than many of our citizens realize. Our efforts we hope will 
be appreciated. No charge for expense of time put in by 
the committee has been made. The only charges made are 
for cash actually paid out.

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REPORT OF WILLIAM S. JOHNSON, Hngineer. 


_ Boston, February 12, 1915. 
To the Water Supply Committee of the Town of Henniker: 

GENTLEMEN—I beg to submit the following report upon 
the work done on the construction of the Water Works sys- 
tem at Henniker, with a statement as to what remains to be 
done to make the plant complete. 

The plant has been designed to accomplish the following 
results: 

First. To secure a water which is unpolluted, soft, free 
at. all times from objectionable tastes and odors, and in all 
respects suitable for drinking and other domestic purposes. 

Second. To secure an ample supply for all reasonable 
requirements for a considerable time in the future, with an 
opportunity for additional development at a small expense 
whenever the growth of the town shall make it necessary. 

Third. To furnish a large volume of water under a high 
pressure for fighting fires without the necessity of fire engines. 

The new plant has been designed to utilize to the fullest 
extent possible the works of the Henniker Spring Water 
Company. The springs from which the company obtained its 
supply furnish water which meets all requirements as to 
quality, and all of the springs but one are at a sufficient ele- 
vation to supply the town by gravity under the head con- 
sidered desirable in the new system. The quantity obtainable 
from the springs, even after collecting the water which has 
hitherto run to waste, is insufficient to supply the town at 
all times, and, as there are no other spring water sources 
from which any considerable quantity of water can be secured 
by gravity, it has been necessary to seek some source from 
which suitable water can be secured by pumping. Such a 
supply, fortunately, has been found, and a supply of from 
150,000 to 200,000 gallons per day has been secured by the 
construction of a collecting well in the Garland pasture in 
the easterly part of the town. The quality of the water 
obtained from this well is equal to that obtained from the 
springs, and: it is possible to increase the quantity when- 
ever desirable by the construction of additional works in the 
vicinity. 

How much water the gravity springs will furnish, there 
is no means of knowing. They have supplied all the water 
that has been used in the past, and it is probable that during 
the winter and spring months they will supply all that will 
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be required during this portion of the year for some time 
to come. The springs should be utilized to their fullest 
capacity, as every gallon of water obtained by gravity will 
save just so much pumping. 

The pumping is done by a triplex pump operated by an 
oil engine, the pump having a capacity of 200 gallons per 
minute, or 12,000 gallons per hour. The plant will pump 
over 6,000 gallons of water for each gallon of fuel oil and 
the cost of ‘the fuel will therefore be ‘between one cent and 
two cents per thousand gallons of water pumped. 

To give the desirable fire protection, it is necessary to have 
stored at all times at a sufficient elevation to give the required 
pressure for effective fire streams, a volume of water large 
enough to put out any fire which may occur. To meet this 
requirement a reservoir has been constructed on Proctor Hill, 
about 190 feet above Proctor Square, which will hold 300,000 
gallons. This quantity of water is enough to furnish four 
sood, effective fire streams for six hours before the reservoir 
would be emptied. In any fire of this duration, however, it 
would be possible to start the pump, which would give one 
additional fire stream. 

As a still further protection, especially in case of accident 
to the main pipe line, a connection has been made with the 
fire pumps in the K. & C. Mfg. Co., which can be opened 
at any time, and water from the river can be pumped into 
the system by means of these fire pumps. It is not antici- 
pated that this will ever be necessary, but it is a very valuable 
protection against possible accidents. 

The reservoir is of concrete, covered with a concrete roof, 
and the entire structure is covered with earth, so that it is a 
subterranean reservoir. The water drawn from such a reser- 
voir will be as fresh as the water drawn directly from the 
springs. 

The piping system has been designed to meet the require- 
ments for fire protection in the different parts of the village. 
The pipe from the reservoir to Proctor Square is ten inches 
in diameter and the smallest pipe is six inches, except that 
a few comparatively short lines of three-inch pipe have been 
laid for domestic service only. 

The vote of the town authorizing the construction of the 
water works was passed June 27, 1914, and it was confidently 
expected that the work would ‘be completed before winter. 
Several annoying delays occurred, however, in starting, so that 
the svstem, although far enough advanced to be in use, IS 
not yet complete. 
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The principal things which remain to be done under the 
old contract are a few repairs to the reservoir and the com- 
pletion of the work at the springs on Patterson Hill. There 
is also a small amount of work to be done at the pumping 
station and at the northerly springs. When the reservoir was 
filled it was found that there was a small leakage from it, 
and that it would be necessary to grout a portion of the 
bottom. As the season was so far advanced and as the leak- 
age was not sufficient to cause any trouble, it was decided to 
leave this work until the spring, when it can be done to much 
better advantage, and at that time the grading will be com- 
pleted. At the Patterson Hill springs the works which were 
put in to collect the additional water were left in an un- 
finished state, owing to the cold weather, so that at times 
of high flow some muddy water now enters the system. 

The lower spring on the north side of the village is at 
such an elevation that it cannot come into the new system, 
and it was therefore necessary to shut the gate between this 
spring and the town. As this spring receives the flow from 
the other springs which are at a higher elevation, none of 
this water now enters the system. It will be necessary to lay 
a short piece of pipe to convey the water of the upper springs 
around the lower spring, thus getting the benefit of all of 
the springs on the north side with the exception of the lowest. 

These things should be attended to as soon as the weather | 
will permit in the spring. The work at the reservoir and at 
the pumping station is included in the contract of Susi & 
Williams, and will not be an added expense to the town. All 
of the other necessary work will cost about $150. 

The work has progressed smoothly, and there have been 
no unusual occurrences which are worthy of note except the 
fact that the first engine which was installed was found, upon 
trial, to be defective and had to be rejected. The contractor 
has replaced the defective engine with a new one, which has 
been tested and is now perfectly satisfactory. 

The connection of the new pipes with the old pipes of the 
Henniker Spring Water Company has been made in two 
places in the village, so that all of the old consumers are 
being supplied through the pipes of the Henniker Spring 
Water Company. The new takers are supplied directly from 
the new cast-iron mains. 

It is very desirable that the old connections should be 
changed so that all of the connections will be with the new 
pipes and the older pipes can be abandoned. When these 
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connections are made each one should be supphed with a 
shut-off located in the street, so that the water from any 
house can be shut off without affecting any other consumer. 
J would strongly recommend that this be done as soon as 
possible. There is one place, however, where it may be 
desirable to leave the old connections. The houses opposite 
the town hall are at a long distance from the main and they 
appear to be well served by the pipes of the Henniker Spring 
water Company. The cost of making suitable connections 
with the old pipes will average about ten dollars per connec- 
tion. 

The work done by the contractors has been most satisfac- 
tory, and they have shown a desire at all times to do the work 
in the best possible manner. J want especially to express 
my appreciation of the spirit shown by the contractors for 
the pumping machinery when the engine was rejected. The 
defective engine was replaced at once at a very considerable 
expense without demur. 

I also wish to express my appreciation of the work of my 
chief assistant, Mr. Leslie P. Reed, and of the resident engi- 
neer, Mr. Wilson T. Howe. To their faithfulness and skill 
much of the success of the work is due. 

Never in my experience have | had the fortune to be 
associated with a committee or commission the members of 
which have worked so faithfully and with such unanimity to 
secure the best results for tha town, even at great personal 
sacrifices. I want to express my thanks to them for the great 
assistance which they have given me in carrying on the work.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS.’ 


The new Central building—for it certainly looks like 
a different building—has proved admirably adapted to 
the needs of the school. Four commodious rooms house 
the grades, two grades being in each room; a high and 
clean cement basement under the entire building affords a 
fine playground for stormy days; while the heating plant 
has kept the ‘building warm so far this winter without 
taxing it to half its capacity. The citizens of Henniker 
are to be congratulated upon having such a sightly and 
serviceable building, and owe a vote of thanks to the 
building committee for the efficient manner in which they 
have discharged their duty. 

In general, the work of the schools during the past year 
has been satisfactory. Especially the schools at Hemlock 
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Corner and Division 1 have shown progress. At the 
Quaker Street school the work and discipline had fallen 
off considerably during the fall term, but since Miss Met- 
calf has taken hold of it again the school is doing good 
work. The central graded school has been fortunate in 
having had no changes amongst the teachers, and has 
been doing excellent work. 

A matter which needs our earnest attention and per- 
sistent effort is the prevalence of irregular attendance, as 
shown by the registers. This is a matter in which the 
parents can do much to instill right habits into their chil- 
dren, to assist them in keeping up with their classes, as 
well as to help the work of the school. Another fact 
which should be borne in mind is that a state grant is 
made to the schools on the basis of average attendance. 
Whenever a child is absent it pulls down the average 
attendance and decreases the amount paid to the town. 
Let us each determine that our children, in spite of ob- 
stacles, shall always be in school on time—no absences and 
no tardinesses. 

Perhaps no better indication of the status of the schools 
and the work they are doing can be given than the noting 
of one or two facts. Last spring a Parent-Teachers’ As- 
sociation was organized, and throughout the winter they 
have been holding meetings. The attendance at these 
meetings has not been large, but the membership of 70 
or more shows an active interest on the part of many par- 
ents in the schools. The hearty codperation of those who 
have put their hands to this work has proven to us per- 
sonally that there is a genuine desire for a more vital touch 
and helpful codperation between the parents and the 
schools. Nothing could be a more hopeful sign than this. 
We trust that the next year may see a yet closer and more 
general “getting together.” 

' The second thing we would note is the post-graduate 
work of last year’s class in the High School. Of the eight 
who graduated, five either are attending college or are 
working this year and planning to enter college next year. 
One of the others is in Normal school, one in business 
college, and one is taking post-graduate work in music. 
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Such a record shows that the schools are not wholly failing 
to fulfil their purpose. 

The third indication is voiced in the opinion of the 
Deputy State Superintendent, Mr. H. A. Brown, in his 
two annual visits to the schools. On both occasions he 
commented favorably on the work and pronounced the 
schools in a healthy condition. 

One more thing remains for us to say, and that is to 
point out the next advance that, in our opinion, should 
be made. In the above we have said that “the schools 
are not wholly failing to fulfill their purpose’—neither 
are they fulfilling it. They are preparing and sending 
to college those desirous of taking such work. A large 
percentage, however, of the boys and girls of Henniker do 
not expect to go to college. These drop out after passing 
the grammar grade, or before, because the high school 
courses are not adapted to their needs. If the schools of 
this town are wholy to fulfill their purpose of providing 
adequate education for “all the children of all the people,” 
they must very soon introduce industrial arts courses for 
those who do not want to take up academic college work, 
and this can be done at very little added expense. This 
is the next thing to which the citizens of Henniker must © 
give their attention in regard to the schools. 

With a deep appreciation of and a word of thanks for 
the kindly treatment and cooperation accorded us in our 
work this year, this report is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR SCHOOLHOUSE REPAIRS. 


As nothing was raised at the last annual meeting for repairs 
other than the fund for remodelling the Central school build- 
ing, the necessary charges upon the Divison schoolhouses 


have been paid from the general school fund. 


The attention of the voters of the district is called to an 
article in your school warrant relating to the sale of unused 
schoolhouses, and upon their decision in that matter depends 
the amount necessary to raise for repairs the coming year. 
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Of the three schoolhouses unused for several years there 
seems to be no prospect of their need for many years, if ever. 
Two of these are in good repair other than a need for outside 
painting. 

The maintenance of the small school of ten or a dozen 
pupils at West Henniker could be avoided if the parents 
could be convinced that the extra effort on their part required 
to get their children to the Central school would be well paid 
in the better instruction made possible in that school. 

Outside of the above-mentioned buildings I would recom- 
mend that $150 be raised for repairs.

Entering upon the duties of our office, we advertised for 
bids to carry out the specifications recommended by Mr. 
Chickering at the school meeting, appropriating $7,000 for 
the remodeling of the school building. 

We received several bids, the lowest being over $9,000, 
while others were over $13,000. We then saw it was im- 
possible to do all that was anticipated in those plans. 
After due consideration your committee adopted a plan 
with a view of bringing the cost within the appropriation 
of $7,000. Mr. W. N. Carnes was employed to take 
charge of the work, and we believe discharged his duties 
faithfully.

TUCKER FREE LIBRARY. 


REPORT OF LIBRARIAN, 
February 15, 1915. 


A large cabinet, owned by the library, has been placed 
in the historical room and filled with the collection owned 
by Mr. A. D. Huntoon, together with other valuable arti- 
cles, loaned by friends of the library. It fills one side 
of the room, and people will find much to interest and en- 
tertain them in the contents of the shelves. A catalogue 
of the articles will be furnished in the near future. 

Forty-nine books have been given to the library during 
the past year, of which 32 are solid reading; 11 books 
on Christian Science, given by the estate of Mary Baker 
Eddy; 9 books given by Mrs. Alice Colby; 3 books given 
by Mrs. Abbie Webster; 3 books given by the Woman’s 
Reading Club; 2 given by Mrs. Robinson; 1 each from 
Dr. G. H. Sanborn, Rev. C. N. Gleason, Herbert Keyser, 
Slason Thompson; 8 from the U. S. government; 5 from 
the Telephone & Telegraph Co.; 4 from the state of New 
Hampshire. The magazine, “Technical World,” has been 
given by S. E. Huntington, also the “Mother’s Magazine,” 
given by Mrs. Sherrod Jameson; also “The Magnificat,” 
given for the reading table by Mrs. Edward Connelly. 
To all these kind friends the trustees extend their most 
sincere thanks. 

Two hundred and seventy books have been purchased, 
including many of the late publications; 25 books have 
been replaced ; 56 books have been rebound, and 108 books 
have been repaired by the librarians.
